Dear Sir— The Roentgen Ray Department, since its re-organization in June, 
1915 up to the present date, has undergone many important improvements for the 
betterment of the service expected of it, which the reports of the- past two years 
will -.how in part. It has been striving for perfection in efficiency to meet the m> ■■ 
hospital demands; nevertheless, its financial resources have had to be considered 
and guarded, and more so during this critical period of war prices, 

For consideration, I wish kindly to solicit attention here to the work of this 
department for the past year, while also presenting a comparative table of the pre- 
vious year. It is noticeable here that there was a decrease in the total amount of 
work. This can be partly accounted for by the fact that a strict adherence to the 
was m a in t aine d, relating to "Workmen Compensation Cases,* 1 as inaugurated 
during the current year, An amount of two hundred and sixty i .5260.00) dollars 
was realized from the various casualty companies tot the emergency work done; in 
addition to this, the aid rendered by the fluoroscopic machine. In all, as a ^v ! 
co-operation evidently effected a workable efficiency plus economy > 

You will please note, after consulting the Secretary- Treasure t's report, that 
in spite of the high cost of material, the total expenditure of this department was some 
few dollars less than last year, excluding any outside revenue. There is at present 
for sale probably a hundred dollars* worth of old glass in discarded negatives of no 
history value, which will be disposed of soon. 

During the latter part of the year, sanitary cement flooring was laid, and paint- 
ing was done. The department was enlarged by taking in the adjacent small e 
scopic room, so that all work, treatment, radiographic and fluoroscopic, is now con- 
fined and carried <>n in one place instead of several, as heretofore. It is urgei 
recommended that a Coolidge Tube Outfit be installed, in order that certain malig- 
nant conditions may receive more scientific treatment than they do at pre 
Castro-intestinal cases should be examined by the serial method

"ii well know the success or non success of a Training School is in most 
judged by the subjects turned out, and this vital question is uppermost in our 
minds today— with what expediency can \w turn out our pupils and a1 the 
timi jfied that they are competent Nurses. 

' 1 ' lji • ,!l1 owid tally uicreases our interest and compels 

us to the releasing of as many pupj prevent any serious injury 

to our Training School organization- We desire most earnestly to respond h 
demands for military needsj but must do so without causing detriment to our viek 
and the chool. However, we have lately been advised bv the 

National League of Nursing Education that nursing resources — at the present time 
are adequate to the immediate demand, and that any and all innovations are to be 
avoided until emergency justifies such introductions, as a short, course, etc. 

The great local demand for nurses to fill vacancies, made by enrollment in the 
Red Cross of a large number <>F the most experienced members of the profession, 
can he met with by a slight advance in the completion date, thus affording yout 
members experience in executive work and training school administration 

. Vk ' encourage women of ability to enter this line, and so are releasing, 

within a month or six weeks of completion time, students who are qualified to grasp 
the many opportunities now offered We have decided to postpone our public 
graduation exercises with the same intention. 

The war activities have made many vacancies in our lecturing staff. We regret 

v that there is a marked tendency on the part of some to shirk this important 

work of the Training School. It is a recognized fact that the proper standard can 

only be attained and maintained by proper teaching and good discipline and the 

output of the School depends upon these two factors. 

Another most important matter is the Nurses' Home. At present it is in a 
poor condition the lighting system is inadequate t< be concise the home 
requires a general renovation. We are In need of equipment for teaching purp 
of medical reference books and good literature. 

We are glad to report only minor illnesses this year among the nurses, and in 
most cases tonsillitis has been the cause of these indispositions; therefore, il seems 
almost imperative that the pupils have this organ removed before entering the 
Training School. 

Discipline is a neeessaiy element in a well conducted school, consequently 
those pupils who do not show a willingness to comply with the customs and rules 
should be rejected as unfit subjects. The Superintendent of Nurses is undoubtedly 
the best judge in such cases. 

The Child's Welfare Association, through their directress. Miss Railly. has 
offered oar Senior Classes the opportunity or obtaining experience in Field Work 
under the supciuitendeney of their capable Mrs. Bently. This widens the scope 
oj ->ur training and gives tin., pupils a practical experience, which will lit them for 
public health nursing.
